“The State of 
New York, for instance, ought to 
be permitted to work out its own 
problems without being censored 
by a foreign government, which the 
Federal Government is, so far as 
local problems are concerned.

MADRID, Feb. 25. — Government 
forces fought today to strengthen 
gheir position at the foot of strat- 
egic Pinzarron Hill, southeast of 
the capital, preparatory to a mass 
attack up the slopes in an attempt 
to dislodge insurgent artillery 
batteries. 


The Government command said 
hundreds of insurgents were killed 
in one phase of the battle for pos- 
session of the hill, west of Morata 
de Tajuna, which dominates the 
Jurama battlefield. — 

Insurgents still holding the sum- 
mit were said to have been placed 
in an untenable position by the con- 
tinued Government battering and 
were in danger of being forced to 
abandon the artillery emplacements 
from which they have been shelling 
the vital Madrid-Valencia supply 
road. 

Throughout. the night artillery, 
units rumbled through the shell- 
marked streets of the village of 
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The

WHILE 30 OTHERS WORK 


Part of Union Employes in Phila- 
delphia Clothing Plant Reject 
Agreement Majority Accepts. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 25.—Sixty 
men and women employes on the 
third floor of the H. Daroff.& Sons 
clothing plant took part in a sit- 
down strike, although about 90 oth- 
er strikers returned to work today. 

The Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers of America took the protest of 
the 150 workers, that they were not 
getting a fair share of the piece 
work in the plant, to the manage- 
ment and arranged an agreement 
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Fire of undetermined origin 
which broke out at 8:30 o’clock this 
morning in the southeast wing of 
St. Joseph College, Big Bend road 
and Geyer avenue, Kirkwood, de- 
stroyed the third floor, attic and 
roof of the wing. Damage was esti- 
mated by Fire Chief Eugene M. Mc- 
Gee of Kirkwood at $25,000 to the 
building and $5000 to contents. 

Firemen called -from Kirkwood, 
Maplewood, Webster Groves, Brent- 
wood, Clayton and Richmond 
Heights confined the flames to the 
upper part of the wing, which was 
used as living quarters by students 
and faculty. The Rev. Joseph A. 
Behles, president of the college, 
which prepares students for priest- 
hood in the Redemptorist order, 
said the loss was covered by insur- 
ance. 

The fire at first gained rapid 
headway, spreading from the attic 
to the third floor and causing the 
roof of the wing to collapse. The 
130 students, eight lay brothers ‘and 
20 priests who occupied the build- 
ing were able to remove their be- 
longings and some furnishings from 
the lower floors. They also carried 
out furniture from other part sof 
the building. 

Kirkwood fire apparatus was 
first to arrive at the scene, depart- 
ments of the other towns arriving 
soon after. The fire was under 
control by 9 o'clock and out by 
10:30. 

The building, of brick, was con- 
structed in 1889.

“The bills, if enacted, would put 
it in the power of the executive 
and legislative branches to deprive 
the Supreme Court of its independ- 
ence; would make it subservient to 
the other branches of the Govern- 
ment, and:thus do away with our 
constitutional system of checks and: 
balances. 

“Confidence’ in the courts—espe- 
cially the Supreme Court—is vital. 
The Supreme Court could not and 
would not command the confidence 
of the nation if the suspicién ex- 
isted that the membership of the 
court had beeh chosen with the 
view to validating legislation, pres- 
ent or prospective, that might be 
declared ‘unconstitutional by the 
court as naw composed, The cir- 
cumstances under which it is now 
proposed to increase the member- 
ship of the court would justly lay 
the Supreme Court open to that 
suspicion, if these bills should be 
enacted. 

Safeguard of Liberties. 


“Our Supreme Court: has the 
proud record of having been fear- 
less and independent. To it par- 
ticularly has been confided the task 
of safeguarding the liberties of our 
people. It has not failed us. In 
times of crisis, it has not .yielded 
to the public opinion of the mo- 
ment, or to political pressure, .but 
has stood steadfast to the doctrine 
that this is a Government of laws 
under the Constitution, and has dé- 
clared what those laws are. . 

“We believe with the Supreme 
Court that if the -people desire a 
change in. the Constitution, it is 
the duty of the executive and legis- 
lative branches to submit constitu- 


tional amendments to the people 


for their decisions, and that an at- 
tempt by indirection to control a 
co-ordinate branch of the Govern- 
ment without submission of a con- 
stitutional amendment to the peo- 
ple is obviously improper; would 
work a revolution in our form of 
government, and lay the foundation 
for a dictatorship by the executive. 

“The plea that is made for the 
increase of the Supreme Court is 
not warranted by the facts. The 
Supreme Court is up with its work, 
as so testified to by the Attorney- 
General in a report filed shortly 
prior to the introduction of this 
legislation. Nor is age a test of 
wisdom or the lack of it. Some of 
our Judges have done some of their 
greatest work after three score and 
10. While the Judges of the Su- 
preme Court should be permitted to 
retire at 70, with full pay, as is per- 
mitted to the lower Federal Judges, 
there should be no compulsion put 
upon the Judges of the Supreme 
Court to retire at that age.”

Judge Joynt’s Points

That the State Constitution, in 
Article VIII, Section 3, relating 
to elections, “does not have ref- 
erence to elections at which elect- 
ors pass or adopt a public act or 
proposition submitted to vote by 
Taw under the ordinances of the 
City of St. Louis.” (That, in oth- 
er words, laws against election. 
frauds apply only to elections in 
which candidates run for office, 
not to bond issue elections.) 

“That the general State election 
law, section .10,215, requires  bal-. 
lots to be destroyed one year after 
an election, without any excep- 
tion; that therefore the ballots of 
the bond-issue election, held Sept. 
10, 1935, should have been de- 
stroyed Sept. 10 last, and cannot 
now be lawfully used as evidence. 

That section 10,619, the special 
election law applying to St. Louis, 
is unconstitutional, because it is 
a special law enacted where a 
general statute was applicable. 
Secti 10,619 provides for keep- 
ing ballots more than one year if 
any election contest, grand-jury 
investigation or prosecution is 
pending. 

That even if section 10,619 is 
held to be constitutional and ap- 
plicable to this case, the State

Flood Control: An Ozark View. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR article, Eig ry of Flood Con- 
” published Feb. says: 

et a rarestatlon and erosion control 
can stand on their own feet, in any plan 
for land use, but their effect on floods 
is too indeterminate and too remote for 
a place in any immediate plan for flood 
control. 

. Flood control reservoirs offer no 
ibilities for power; limited possi- 
es for irrigation and navigation. 
Power reservoirs must be kept full; 
flood control reservoirs must be empty, 
in readiness for need. 

* hese statements are strange to the 
facts as they are known to exist in the 
Ozark region. Soil erosion results from 
floods at the source. If they are not 
checked there, the damage becomes great- 
er as the water moves to lower levels. 
‘Gullies, ditches, drainways prove this. 

As to ‘reservoirs, this we know: that, 
when built on streams such as exist in 
the Ozark region, they serve a three- 
fold purpose. They impound the flood 
water, thereby protecting the valley land 
below them. They hold back the floods 
and control the volume and velocity 
downstream, thereby improving naviga- 
tion. They create the head to operate 
the hydro-electric generators, which have 
proved their economic superiority over 
every other device for producing electric 
energy. 

Modern dam construction always pro- 
vides for generating equipment on a level 
below the top of the dam, leaving a con- 
siderable portion of the dam above the 
turbines for flood control purposes. 

It follows, of course, that the state- 
ments, “power reservoirs must be kept 
full; flood ‘control reservoirs must be 
empty, in readiness for need,” are wide 
of the mark. 

In the Ozarks, and particularly on the 
great White River, 690 miles in length, 
with an average declivity of four feet 
per mile for the first 400 miles, we are 
for dams to control floods, improve navi- 
gation and to develop power. 

Below the Ozarks, in the White River 
Valley, the 7000 square miles of produc- 
tive, alluvial land, the people also favor 
them. 

It has been shown in countless cases 
that this trinity, flood control, navigation 
and power development, is inseparable. 

He who attempts to maintain the oppo- 
site just does not see the picture clearly, 
and certainly does not see it as a whole.

Last spring, when the question arose of calling a 


he contended the only way in which such funds could 
be raised would be by new taxation, which he thought 
the Legislature would refuse to levy. Mr. Atkins in- 
sisted that the State would end the year with a sur- 
plus in the Treasury and that the Legislature, there- 
fore, could safely make relief appropriations. 
Mr. Atkins was right. The Governor was wrong. 
The State did end the year with a surplus. The sur- 
plus was larger even than Mr. Atkins’ estimate, 
though he was accused at the time of being fan- 
tastically optimistic. 
In the present situation, of course, everything de- 
pends upon what is done about the sales tax. If the 
sales tax is increased, the Legislature will feel free 
to spend the vast new sums thus forthcoming. An 
orgy of extravagance may result. If the tax is not 
increased, the Legislature will have to hold down ex- 
penditures, accordingly. 
One of the largest items of expenditure in the com- 
ing two years will be on old-age pensions. As the 
Post-Dispatch has shown in a series of editorials that 
have been reprinted and commented upon throughout 
the nation, this finely humanitarian movement has 
developed in Missouri into a racket, of astounding 
proportions. The rolls are crammed with undeserv- 
ing persons, and applications are pending which, if 
granted, will boost the total to astronomical heights. 
The State Tax Commission sets aside $19,000,000 
for old-age pensions, to which the Federal] Govern- 
ment will add another $19,000,000, making a total of 
$38,000,000. This figure is within a few millions of 
the entire amount spent out of the State’s general 
revenue fund, for a multiplicity of purposes, in the 
last two years. Mr. Atkins estimates that $14,400,000 
is all that should be required for this purpose, on the 
basis of 60,000 pensioners. Certainly, that is a gener- 
ous total when the entire population of Missouri over 
70 is considered. That total population is about 
150,000. So Mr. Atkins figures one of every two and 
a half persons over 70 in Missouri is entitled to a 
pension. 
If the old-age pension rolls were confined to d 
serving persons, considerable doubt would be cast 
upon the need for doubling the sales tax. Further 
doubt would be cast if the Legislature should reduce 
the schools’ share of revenue to the 25 per cent lim- 


statutory cut of 331-3 per cent. To give an idea of 
the enormously increasing funds going to the schools, 
the State Tax Commission allocates $20,000,000 for 
that purpose in the biennium if the sales tax is not 
increased, and $26,600,000 if it is increased. School 
revenues in 1933 were $3,300,000; in 1934, $5,500,000; 
in 1935, $6,900,000; in 1936, $9,360,000. This figure 
would jump to more than $13,000000 next year if 
the sales tax is increased and the schools’ 331-8 per 
cent share is not decreased. 

In other words, the schools’ revenue would quad- 
ruple in the period since 1933. If the sales tax is 
increased, the revenue of the schools, even if their 
share is reduced to 25 per cent, will be greater next 
year than in 1936, and almost three times’as great as 
in 1933, ) 

The sales tax is a vicious tax. It is robbing Peter 
to pay Paul. Certainly, every means should be ex- 
plored to keep the tax at its present level until such 
time as it can be abolished entirely. The closest con- 
sideration, to this end, should be given to the figures

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A NEW NEUTRALITY LOOPHOLE. 

Another illustration of the great difficulties in the 
way of drafting equitable and effective neutrality leg- 
islation is given by a development at Boston. The 
crew of a British freighter has gone on virtual strike 
there, in protest against carrying a cargo of nitrates 
from Hopewell, Va., to the Spanish rebels. The ship’s 
personnel have appealed both to President Roosevelt 
and to the British Government, and peace organiza- 
tions have indorsed their protests. The méssage to

low the neutrality law of non-intervention in Spain.” 
Decision in thig matter, so far as the United States 


is concerned, seemingly depends on the State Depart- |. 


ment’s interpretation of the Spanish armg embargo. 
It will be the first test of the measure hastily passed 
by Congress last month, after many shipments had 
gone to Spain because the Neutrality Act failed to 
mention civil wars in outlawing arms exports, 

The point on which debate will center is whether 
nitrates may be viewed as “arms, ammunition or im- 
plements of war,” whose export to Spain is forbid- 
den. by the act. Nitrates are an important ingredi- 
ent of explosives. The rebels, having taken Malaga 
and other manufacturing centers, will speedily con- 
vert the shipment into war materials. If nitrates 
cannot be viewed as coming under the ban, amend- 
ment by Congress surely is in order. Americans want. 
no part in the Spanish war, and will favor any step 
needed to make the embargo complete. 

Should the British Government rule that, in view 
of its non-intervention pledges, the ship shall not carry 
the cargo, the need for action by Congress will be 
even greater, for the exporter may then attempt’ to 
have the nitrates shipped by an American vessel. 

Development of this apparent loophole, after adop- 
tion of what was expected to be an ironclad embargo, 
proves the impossibility of legislating in advance to 
cover every possible emergency in keeping the coun- 
try neutral. Whatever permanent neutrality law is 
adopted, it would be the part of wisdom to grant the 
President and State Department some degree of dis- 
cretion in its application.

And right along with 
Mr. Ford, he also has faced problems of pro- 
duction costs and with measurable success 
has solved them. Both have worked out for 
their business practical methods of distri- 
bution. 

Henry Ford and John Peck succeeded be- 
cause they produce and they distribute, They 
are not primarily engaged in finance; nor 
are they speculators, hoping to win without 
service. Their profits depend upon increase 
in the value of raw products and upon dis- 
tributing the finished products—not upon 
the fluctuation in the values of commodities. 

Fortunately, most bankers operate within 
their legitimate sphere, just as most busi- 
ness men do. But as business is plagued 
by. the speculator, so is finance plagued by 
the speculative banker, who is after. win- 
nings rather than profits. Business shall 
not make the most of its opportunity—it 
shall not meet the present challenge—if it 
does not keep clearly in mind the distinction 
between “winnings” and “profits.”

Spinach is not consumed entirely 


by the young but is the favorite 
vegetable among adults, There are 
two kinds of spinach grown, the 
smooth-leaved variety and the curly 
leaved, but as far as the housewife 
is concerned the two varieties are 
the sandy and the not very sandy. 
The important point is to make 
sure that the leaf is small, that 
there is a minimum of stalk and 
that the leaves themselves are free 
of burn.- Spinach must be washed 
in at least three waters and some- 
times in as many as five, carefully 
lifting the leaves out of the water 
so the sand will stay at the bottom, 
Use Little Water. 

In cooking spinach as little water 
as possible should be used and the 
pot kept tightly covered. If the 
spinach has just been washed there 
is usually enough water clinging to 
the leaves so that none need be 
added. One important point in cook- 
ing spinach is not to overcook. it. 
The leaves should just be tender 
and the color a bright green. Over- 
cooking is usually the cause. of 
dark, unattractive spinach. 

A popular way of serving spinach 
is with poached eggs and cheese 
sauce, especially during Lent when 
nourishing substitutes for meat are 
in demand, The spinach must be 
freshly cooked, the eggs placed 
gently on top of the spinach, then 
the hot cheese sauce is poured on. 

Cheese Sauce. 

One tablespoon butter 

One cup hot milk 

Few grains cayenne pepper 

One-fourth cup grated cheese 

Two tablespoons flour 

One-half teaspoon salt 

One egg yolk. 

Meit butter, add. flour, mix thor- 
oughly, add hot milk and season- 
ings. Beat egg yolk slightly, then 
gradually pour hot mixture over it, 
stirring continuously. -Cook in a 
double boiler until thickened. Re- 
move from fire and melt cheese in 
the hot sauce. Serves four.

Egg prices are not likely to go 
much if any lower. For soon sur- 
plus eggs will be put into cold stor- 
age or sent to “egg-breaking” es- 
tablishments to be frozen for use 
by. bakeries and other large con- 
sumers of eggs. 

Half Crop in Four Months. 

More than half the year’s egg 
crop is produced in four months— 
March, April, May and June. Unfor- 
tunately people do not change their 
egg-eating habits very much to 
take care of all this egg abundance 
in the spring. Storage is necessary 
to level up the supplies for the 
months when the hens are taking it 
easy. This year, most of the stor- 
age holdings were gone by Jan. 1. 
If egg farmers make material re- 
ductions in their poultry flocks be- 
cause of the high cost of feed, eggs 
will ‘become scarcer a few months 
from now, and prices will be high- 
er. In the long-range interest of 
both -the consumer and the pro- 
ducer, the Agricultural Adjustment 

n recently made an ef- 
fort to stabilize the market and 
forestall further flock reductions, It 
has bought up about $700,000 worth 
of the eggs that were creating an 
undue surplus. These eggs are going 
te flood sufferers and others on 
relief. 

Meantime, the homemaker might 
serve an inexpensive and delicious 
egg dinner or supper once in a 
while. Shirred eggs in pepper rings, 
omelet with Spanish sauce, fried 
eggs on ham slices, goldenrod eggs, 
a cheese or fish souffle are all suit- 
able as main dishes. 

When eggs are abundant is also 
the time for custards, meringues, 

r~.*l food, Hollandaise sauce, cream 
p.-.s, fruit whips, and all the egg- 
rich dainties that may be luxuries 
in other seasons. 


Added Food Value, 


Every additional egg in the menus 
means added food value. Both the 
whites and the yolks furnish body- 
building protein, and vitamin G. 
The yolks furnish vitamin A if the 
hen has had the right food, and 
also vitamin D if she has been fed 
with foods rich in this vitamin, or 
kept in the sunlight. There is some- 
times a statement on the egg box 
on this point. The yolks contain 
some vitamin B and are a rich 
source of iron and a good source 
of phosphorus and calciuni. 

The food specialists offer one cau- 
tion on egg cookery. High tempera- 
ture hardens most proteins. Be- 
cause eggs are a protein food, the 
secret of success in keeping them 
tender is to control the heat. 


To poach a breakfast egg, drop 
it gently into boiling salted water 
in a shallow pan, cover, and im- 
mediately remove from the fire. The 
egg itself will cool the water be- 
low the boiling point, while the sud- 
den heat into which the egg falls 
will coagulate the outside enough 
to keep the egg whole while it 
cooks. The salt in the water helps 
to keep the egg whole. A little vine- 
gar will have the same effect. Or 
both may be used. Do not let the 
water boil again. Let the egg stand 
in the covered pan until firm — 
about five minutes. 


To soft-cook eggs so that they 
will have a tender white (the old 
term used to be “coddle,” and “boil” 
is outmoded entirely), start with the 
eggs in the shell in cold water to 
cover. Heat the water gradually 
to simmering, but do not let it boil, 
When it begins to simmer, cover 
the pan, remove from the fire, and 
let stand for a few minutes. The 
length of time depends on the de- 
gree of softness to which you want 
the eggs cooked and on the number 
of eggs and the size of the pan. So 
it must be found somewhat by ex- 
perience. Hard-cooked eggs may be 
cooked the same way, but kept be- 
low over a low fire for 30 
minutes r the water simmers. 


The same rules apply to souffiles, 
meringues, custards, omelets, and 
other kinds of cooked egg dishes, 
Use low heat throughout the cook- 
ing. Even a fried egg should be 
cooked in a pan with just a little 
fat, moderately hot. Cover it, if you 
like the top coated. Low heat keeps 
the egg white tender.

There was a time when custard 
meant what we mean today when 
we say custard pie, That is, a 
sweetened mixture of eggs and milk 
was baked in a crust, and the re- 
sulting dish with its pleasing con- 
trast of creamy filling and flaky 
crust, was merely called custard. 
What we now call soft custard or 
“stirred custard” was then known 
as a “fool.” Perhaps it was such @ 


commonly served dish that it was 
thought anyone could make it. Or 
maybe it was so good and whole- 
some that anyone who did not serve 
it was considered ‘not so bright. 

But those things really have noth- 
ing to do with getting a modern 
custard pie into the oven whence it 
will emerge three-quarters of an 
hour later ready to add a smooth 
climax to the meal. 

About three cups of milk: and 
four whole eggs or six yolks are 
needed for an average pie. If a 
deeper filling is preferred, three 
and one-half to four cups of milk 
and another egg (or two more 
yolks) may be used. A fourth tea- 
gpoon of nutmeg mixed with the 
sugar gives a flavor most people 
like. Vanilla may be used with 
the nutmeg or alone. 

To prevent the crust from getting 
soggy, bake the pie in a hot oven 
(425 degrees F.) for 30-35 minutes. 
That is a much higher temperature 
than is usually recommended for 
custard pies. But if the pie is not 
baked too long the custard will be 
smooth and tender and the crust 
flaky and dry. Scalding the milk 
before adding it to the egg and 
gugar mixture tends to make the 
custard start “setting” promptly, 
before it has an opportunity to soak 
into the pastry. Having the pastry 
cold also helps. 

Custard Pie Filling. 

Plain pastry (for one crust). 

Four eggs. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Three cups milk, scalded. 

One-half teaspoon vanilla. 


Roll out pastry and chill for an 
hour.

We were talking the other day 
about the race to Mr. Jimmy Mat- 
tern, the Lone Star flyer, who has 
twice skipped the Atlantic, and we 
asked him how many of the start- 
ers in the race were apt to com- 
plete the trip. 

“Why, all of them,” he said. 


MR. JIMMY: MATTERN, who 
hopes to be in the race himself, 
seemed somewhat surprised by our 
question. As we gathered from 
his attitude, there is not the slight- 
est doubt about anybody not get- 
ting there. It is all a matter of 
who gets there first. 

This almost casual attitude to- 
ward the New York-to-Paris trip, 
as a trip, seems somewhat charac- 
teristic of all of our great flying 
men. Mr. Dick Merrill, king of the 
air transport drivers, who lowered 
Mr. Jimmy Mattern’s trans-Atlan- 
tic time record, and who also hopes 
to be in the‘race, can convince you 
that flying the Atlantic is no more 
difficult, and not half as danger- 
ous, as a potato race. ° 

It was this Mr. Jimmy Mattern 
of Texas who flew from New York 
to Berlin with a companion in 1932, 
then in 1933 started on a solo flight 
around the world with a leap 
from Floyd Bennett Field to a spot 
near Oslo, in Norway. He was 
eventually forced down in Siberia, 
750 miles from Nome, and his plane 
cracked up. He was rescued by 
fur traders, rode a Russian plane 
into Nome, and then traveled back 
to Bennett Field by an American 
plane. 

“What I really want to make the 
race to Paris for, besides the $70,- 
000, is to recover my old motor,” 
confided Mr. Jimmy Mattern. “I 
understand it is now in Moscow.”

A LOT OF WATER has sloshed 
around in the Atlantic since May 
20, 1927, when a_ slender biond, 
unknown youth named Charles A. 
Lindbergh suddenly took off from 
Roosevelt Field in the Spirit — of 
St. Louis, and a nation stood still 
in breathless wonder and. anxiety 
for 33 hours. 

Then came that flash from Le- 
bourget Field, in Paris, that the 
young American had arrived safe- 
ly, the first and last man to make 
that trip alone. 

The marvel of that solitary jour- 
ney in what would now be regard- 
ed as a mere chicken crate, sstill 
endures. The name of Lindbergh 
is immortal. The New York-to- 
Paris race is scarcely needed to 
commemorate his feat, but it ought 
to stir up a lot of excitement. 

It will prove nothing, except per- 
haps that the hazards of Lind- 
bergh’s flight have
